1. SUMMARY: GATT BALANCE OF PAYMENTS COMMITTEE MAY 25 HELD 
MINI-CONSULTATION WITH PAKISTAN, INDONESIA, EGYPT, PERU AND 
SRI LANKA. US PER INSTRUCTIONS IN REFTEL (A) REQUESTED PULL 
CONSULTATION WITH PAKISTAN (REFTEL (B) ARRIVED AFTER CON- 
CLUSION OF MEETING). WHEN NO OTHER COUNTRY SUPPORTED US 
REQUEST, LDCS SAID FULL CONSULTATION NOT NECESSARY, BUT ACCEPTED 
CHAIRMAN'S RULING THAT REQUEST OF ONE MEMBER COUNTRY SUPFICIENT 
TO SCHEDULE FULL. PROCEDURAL RULING WILL PROBABLY BE DISCUSSED 
AT NEXT GATT COUNCIL WHEN CHAIRMAN PRESENTS HIS REPORT. 

NO ONE REQUESTED FULL CONSULTATIONS WITH OTHER COUNTRIES. 

END SUMMARY. 

2. AS INSTRUCTED BY REPTEL (A,), MISSION INFORMED KEY 
MEMBERS OF COMMITTEE (EC, CANADA, JAPAN, AUSTRALIA SWEDEN 
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AND COMMITTEE CHAIRMAN JAGMETTI) IN ADVANCE THAT WE WOULD 
REQUEST A PULL CONSULTATION WITH PAKISTAN AND REQUESTED THEIR 
SUPPORT. WE INFORMED PAKISTAN REP, HAMID MAY 23, (EARLIEST 
WE WERE ABLE TO CONTACT HIM AFTER RECEIPT OF REFTEL (A)), 

HAMAD INDICATED NO PROBLEM WITH PROPOSAL AFTER IT WAS EXPLAINED 
THAT FULL CONSULTATION WOULD NOT TAKE PLACE UNTIL THE FALL. 
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3. AFTER CONSULTING WITH CHAIRMAN ON PROCEDURES, US OPENED 
DISCUSSION ON PAKISTAN BY SAYING THAT WE FELT FULL CONSULTA- 
TION DESIRABLE (REFTEL (B) ARRIVED AETER CLOSE OF A.M. MEETING). 

WE NOTED THAT PAKISTAN HAD NOT HAD PULL CONSULTATIONS SINCE 
1969, THAT THERE WERE A NUMBER OF CHANGES IN THEIR IMPORT REGIME, 
SOME LIBERALIZING AND SOME TIGHTENING RESTRICTIONS. HAMID IN 
LOW KEY WAY, ASKED IF THERE WERE OME DEFICIENCIES IN PAKISTAN'S 
DOCUMENTATION WHICH LED US TO MAKE REQUEST AND WHAT ADDITIONAL 
INFORMATION DID THE US WANT? CHAIRMAN AND US BOTH REITERATED 
THAT IT WAS NOT A QUESTION OP DEFICIENCES IN DOCUMENTATION 

BUT MINI-CONSULTATION PROCEDURE DID NOT PROVIDE FOR SOLICITING 
FURTHER INFORMATION OR CLARIFICATIONS, WHICH IS ONLY DONE IN 
FULL CONSULTATION. BRAZIL,URUGUAY, TURKEY (OBSERVER) SAID THEY 
WERE SATISFIED WITH PAKISTAN'S DOCUMENTATION AND SAW NO 
REASON POR FULL CONSULTATION; IF US WANTED MORE INFORMATION 
IT COULD GET IT BILATERALLY. US NOTED THAT PAKISTAN 
HAD NOT HAD CONSULTATION IN EIGHT YEARS AND THAT PULL CONSULTA- 
TIONS WOULD ENABLE MEMBERS OF THE COMMITTEE TO GAIN BETTER 
UNDERSTANDING OP PAKISTAN BOP'S PROBLEMS AND PROVIDE OPPORTUNITY 
EXPLORE CONSTRUCTIVE SOLUTIONS TO THEM. (LANGUAGE IN L/3772, 

REV. 1, PARA 2). 

4. CHAIRMAN STATED THAT MINI-BOP WAS AN EXCEPTION TO REGULAR 
GATT PROCEDURES FOR ARTICLE XVIII CONSULTATIONS. IF BOP 
COMMITTEE AGREED BY CONSENSUS, IT COULD ACCEPT A MINI-BOP 

AS MEETING ARTICLE XVIII REQRUIEMENTS. BUT IP COMMITTEE COULD 
NOT REACH CONSENSUS, I.E., IF EVEN ONE COMMITTEE MEMBER DISAGREED, 
THEN EEXCEPTION WAS NOT GRANTED AND FULL BOP CONSULTATIONS 
MUST BE SCHEDULED. CHAIRMAN CITED L/3772/REV. 1. 
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5. CANADA MEMBER SUPPORTED CHAIRMAN'S INTERPRETATION. BRAZIL 
AND URUGUAY MADE CLEAR THAT THEY DID NOT SHARE THIS INTER- 
PRETATION. AFTER SOME FURTHER DISCUSSION, CHAIRMAN MADDE ABOVE 
RULING FINAL AND SCHEDULED PULL CONSULTATION FOR FALL. BRAZIL 
SAID IT ACCEPTED CHAIRMAN'S RULING, BUT FELT THAT REPORT SHOULD 
SHOW THAT THE COMMITTEE HAD NOT ENTIRELY AGREED ON INTERPRETATION 
OF ITS MANDATE ON THIS POINT AND THAT THIS MATTER NEEDED TO 

BE RESOLVED. PAKISTAN SUPPORTED THIS VIEW. 

6. AETER MEETING, US REP REITERATED TO HAMID THAT WE WERE NOT 
TRYING TO SINGLE PAKISTAN OUT BUT THAT WE HAD ASKED FOR FULL 
CONSULTATION BECAUSE IT WAS THE ONE COUNTRY THAT HAD GNE 
THE LONGEST WITHOUT FULL CONSULTATION. (LAST CONSULTATION 
FOR PERU WAS 1975; INDIA 1973; INDONESIA 1970; SRI LANKA 

1971, EGYPT, 1970). WE ALSO REITERATED THAT ONE OP PURPOSES 
OF FULL CONSULTATION WAS TO FOSTER UNDERSTANDING OF BOP 
PROBLEMS OF DEVELOPING COUNTRIES AND PROVIDE CONSTRUCTIVE 
SOLUTIONS TO THEM. WE NOTED THAT PAKISTAN COULD EVEN RAISE 
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TRADE RESTRICTIONS IMPOSED BY TRADING PARTNERS IN CONSULTATION. 

7. BRAZIL INDICATED TO US PRIVATELY THAT ITS PRIMARY 
CONCERN WAS TO MAKE POINT THAT THERE WAS A PROBLEM WITH 
BOP COMMITTEE PROCEDURES AND THAT THIS IS SOMETHING WHICH 
HAS TO BE RESOLVED IN MTN FRAMEWORK GROUP. 

8. QUESTION WILL MOST LIKELY COME UP AGAIN AT NEXT GATT COUNCIL WHEN 
CHAIRMAN WILL MAKE REPORT. EC EXPLAINED, ALSO PRIVATELY, 

THAT THEY COULD SUPPORT US ON PRINCIPLE IN COUNCIL, BUT 
WERE SILENT IN MEETING BDCAUSE OE TEXTILE PROBLEMS WITH 
PAKISTAN. SORENSON
